U.S. Destroyers 
Leave Black Sea 
ISTANBUL 
(AP) 
— 
Two 
American destroyers left the 
Black Sea today after a three- 
day cruise that brought protests 
from Moscow and stirred up 
controversy in Turkey. 
The United States said the 
brief visit to Russia’s southern 
doorstep by the Dyess and the 
Turner, two 3.500-ton members 
of the U.S. 6th Fleet, was a rou­ 
tine operation. But it was gener­ 
ally assumed that the cruise 
was prompted by the Soviet na­ 
val buildup in the Mediterra­ 
nean. 
The destroyers sailed through 
the Bosporus into the Black Sea 
Monday 
morning 
and 
came 
back out early this morning. So­ 
viet ships and planes shadowed 
them during their cruise.

For the past four years, Mil­ 
liken has lived under the shad­ 
ow of Romney as lieutenant 
governor—a post that he did not 
find totally rewarding. 
"While I’ve had a tremendous 
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as Michigan’s 41st chief execu­ 
tive to take his federal cabinet 
post, he will be leaving a state 
which has changed a lot since 
he first sat in the governor’s 
chair in 1963. 
Whether 
the 
changes were 
good or bad, and to what extent 
he was responsible for therm— 
those are questions for political 
campaigners 
to 
answer. But 
said problems change there has been, in both 
the government and the politics 
of the state. 
One 
observation, 
though, 
seems safe 
enough: 
There’ll 
never be another governor quite 
like him. 
A nonsmoking, nondrinking, 
noncussing Mormon, he stood 
out in the political scene. An 
addict of exercise, at 61 he could 
leave younger men in his dust. 
A Republican, he ran success­ 
fully even during Democratic 
landslides, becoming Michigan's 
first GOP governor in 14 years. 
Democrats Unrelenting 
Democrats 
balk 
at 
calling 
him, in retrospect, a good gov­ 
ernor. "I don’t think he’s done 
anything unusual at all,” says 
state AFL-CIO president August 
Scholle, a long-time Romney 
critic. 
Republicans, of course, don’t 
agree. "You bet he’s been a 
good governor,” stays outgoing 
House Speaker Robert Waldron, 
R-Grosse Pointe. "I think he 
has hauled Michigan into the 
20th Century. ”

ney said he was easily angered. 
The governor replied he didn’t 
get angry, he got "intense.” 
Senate Democrats once glee­ 
fully chipped' in to buy a lapel- 
less jacket for a GOP colleague, 
claiming Romney had torn the 
lapels of another our lug one 
moment of intensity. 
Spending Climbs 
Under Romney’s tenure, state 
spending climbed rapidly — a 
fact he never tried to conceal. 
He noted in a recent speech 
that the 1963-64 state budget 
was $601 million, that toi/s year’s 
is $1,338 billion.

costs 
account for part of the boost, 
he added, but the rest is attrib­ 
utable “to a growing population, 
to the increasing demands 


local government for help, and 
to the determination to provide 
better services in the 1960s than 
we did in the 1950s.” 
He also said he had carefully 
pruned the budget requests of 
state agencies before preparing 
his budgets—trimming them by 
more than $1.5 billion during his 
six years in office.

U.S. Tries To 


Avoid New Rift 


PARIS (AP) — U.S. negotia­ 
tor Cyrus R. Vance conferred 
for 90 minutes today with South 
Vietnam’s delegation chief as 
the Americans sought to head 
off another rift with their allies. 
A spokesman for South Viet­ 
namese delegate Pham Dang 
Lam said it was “a useful meet­ 
ing.” They discussed mainly the 
continuing deadlock over ar­ 
rangements for the enlarged 
Vietnam peace conference, he 
said. 
At issue are such symbolic 
matters as who is to speak first 
and what shape the conference 
table will be. American sourced 
said there is s t ill room for com­ 
promise and they remain hope­ 
ful the conference will get under 
way before too long. 
The South Vietnamese delega­ 
tion, 
masterminded 
by 
Vice 
President Nguyen Cao Ky, is 
pressing the Americans not to 
compromise on Communist de­ 
mands for procedures implying 
recognition of the Viet Cong’s 
National Liberation Front.

Civilian GI Bill Urged 


NEW YORK (AP) — The Car­ 
negie Commission on Higher 
Education 
proposed tociay 
to 
President-elect Nixon and the 
Congress a civilian "GI Bill” to 
allow an additional one million 
students to attend college. 
The recommendation, one of 
22 in a 56-page report issued by 
the commission, called on the 
federal (government to provide 
“e d u c a t i o n a l opportunity 
grants” to qualified youths un­ 
able to afford the rising costs of 
college. At present 40 per cent 
of young Americans go to col­ 
lege. 
"Today a young man ar wom­ 
an whose family’s income is in 
the top half af the national in­ 
come range has three times the 
chance to get a college educa­ 
tion as one whose family is in 
the bottom half,” said the com­ 


mission chairman, Clark Kerr, 
former president of the Univer­ 
sity of California.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent-elect Nixon moved today to 
give his no-surprises. no-Demo- 
crats Cabinet unusual freedom 
in picking aides for top policy 
posts.

with the 12 men he designated 
Wednesday night for the depart­ 
ment secretaryships. Nixon told 
the group at toe outset that he 
looks to them to seek out their 
own undersecretaries and as­ 
sistant secretaries. 
Nixon will have final say on 
choosing toe men or women who 
will hold these top jobs since he 
must nominate them under his 
own signature. 
"I can assure you these are 
strong men. They are compas­ 
sionate men. They are good 
men.” Nixon said in an easy­ 
going, informal manner as he 
announced the makeup of his 
official family Wednesday night 
before a national television-ra- 
dio audience. 
Reaching into the ranks of Re­ 
publican governors, high-pow­ 
ered businessmen and educa­ 
tors, Nixon came up with 12 
men, many longtime associates 
and friends, who generally re­ 
flect toe internationalist-minded 
and fiscally conservative atti­ 
tudes of toe president-elect. 
No Democrats

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Trouble At Northern 


It is reported from Northern Michigan Uni­ 
versity that the Negro students who caused can­ 
cellation of a university basketball game there 
with a protest sit-in in the gymnasium will be 
disciplined. 
The demonstration was a bit of a shocker 
for the Upper Peninsula, which usually regards 
itself as a long way from the campus of San 
Francisco State College and from the sort of 
student disorders that have tormented S. I. Haya- 
kawa. the acting president of that troubled 
school. It was closed for a time and the command 
changed and the militant students said that they 
would continue to disrupt classes until some of 
the “non-negotiable” demands, like admitting all 
black students who apply, were granted. 
The NMU protest was a sharp reminder that 
the black rebellion against inequality is national. 
It is with us here in the Upper Peninsula just 
as certainly as it is in Selma, Ala., or on the 
campus of San Francisco State College. 
* 
* 
* 
The first public reaction in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. we fear, was a stem demand for restora­ 
tion of order on the NMU campus and disciplin­ 
ing of the students who caused the demonstra­ 
tion. The Upper Peninsula has had a proximity 
reaction to a recent disorder on a state college 
campus at Oshkosh. Wis., where there was a 
rowdy destruction of property as well as a shut­ 
down of school activities. 
It is clear that the NMU sit-in breached the 
university’s rules for student behavior. Some 150 
students prevented the rest of the university 
student body — it numbers 7,100 — and the 
public from enjoying a basketball game. This 
sort of thing is intolerable because it is impos­ 
sible to run a university without discipline. There 
are procedures for protest and the NMU admin­ 
istration had been using them on the day of the 
sit-in and thought that things were under con­ 
trol until it got whammied in the field house. 
* 
* 
* 
It is our hope that NMU> mercy seasons 
Justice in the handling of this trouble. The blacks 
hare invited punishment, but the situation in 
which both the black and the white communities 
live is so troubled that if there is stem treat­ 
ment of the militants the ends of justice will not 
be truly served. 
The black people of America have been the 
victims of a national conspiracy to make them 
second class citizens and they’re not having anv 
more of it. The methods that some of their lead­ 
ers are now using are violent and even criminal 
in some instances and they create fear in the 
m*hite community and a temptation to retaliate, 
and use the greater strength of the white com­ 
munity to again suppress the blacks. 
To toss Northern’s trouble makers out of 
school sends most of them back to the ghetto, 
presumably, and deepens their embitterment. 
Somewhere the circle of their subjection must 
be broken and this misguided protest affords one 
opportunity to show them — and all of us — that 
Northern strives sincerely to treat all its students 
fairly. The blacks have a long list of grievances 
and requests. .Some of them seem pretty far out, 
but overemphasis is the voice of every reform. 
♦ 
* 
* 
The Northern sit-in is clearly a trial of the 
white community as well as the black students. 
The protest is a local expression of a national 
design of the blacks to force more equality for 
their people. We should all be helping them with 
that cause when their demands are proper, but 
it is difficult for us to do this. It calls for an 
examination of the justness of our position as 
well as an examination of the fairness of their 
demands. 
And we should be mindful that a sort of 
desperation drives them to excesses. Let us not 
hasten to punish without also hearing their 
cause. If we could muster a “Forgive them. 
Father . . .” attitude and quiet the anger of the 
confrontation we could be working toward an 
enduring settlement of this deep, difficult racial 
strife. The problem is not lack of a black dean 
at Northern. It had one a while back. Northern 
could have an all-black faculty without solving 
the problem. 
The problem is essentially equality of treat­ 
ment for all students. This cuts both way*, of 
course. It doesn’t tolerate special privilege for 
a black minority. 


Out For Apollo Men

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. 
AP) 
— For America’s Apollo 8 astro­ 
nauts, there is little time for 
thoughts of Christmas as they 
work to make this nation’s big­ 
gest bid yet for the moon. 
If all goes according to sched­ 
ule, Air Force Col. Frank Bor­ 
man, Navy Capt. Jam es A. Lov­ 
ell Jr. and Air Force Maj. Wil­ 
liam A. Anders will be a quar­ 
ter-million 
miles 
away 
from 
home, circling the moon, while 
their families in Houston, Tex., 
are celebrating the holidays. 
"The past 6 4 years that I 
have been in the space program 
have meant far more separa­ 
tions from the family than I 
like,’' said Borman. "And doing 
this at Christmas is just another 
one of the burdens of doing what 
we are 
doing. 
Christmas 
as 
such, I don’t believe, makes a 
difference in the mental atti­ 
tude.” 
Prove Them Best 
For if all is well, this will be 
the scene during the more than 
six-day flight of Apollo 8. begin­ 
ning with Dec. 21. the day their 
363-foot-tall 
Saturn 
5 
rocket 
blasts off. 
Dressed in glistening white 
spacesuits, the three astronauts 
ride an elevator to the space­ 
craft level of their Saturn 5 
rocket—the best booster Ameri­ 
can technology could produce. 
They are out to prove the best is 
good enough. 
It is approaching 7:51 a.m ., 
the moment of liftoff. 
Borman, Lovell and Anders 
are on their way—the first men 
ever to ride atop a Saturn 5. the 
type booster developed for man 
to the moon missions. There will 
be no lunar landing on this trip, 
however. That will await anoth­ 
er day, maybe Apollo IO. But 
they have been given a flight 
plan that is to take them around 
the moon IO times, and for this 
moment in history, that is the 
best man has ever done. 
Engines Ignite 
Slowly, creating a noise al­ 
most unbearable to people be­ 
low. the 36-storv booster lum­ 
bers skyw ard and rolls toward a 
southeast heading over the At­ 
lantic Ocean. At an altitude of 
about 35 miles, the Saturn 5’s 
first stage completes its job and 
drops to the sea. 
Five more engines on the big 
rocket’s second stage then ig­ 
nite for a million^pound push 
that lasts more than six min­ 
utes, when the last stage of the 
rocket takes m er to kick it and 
the Apollo 8 spacecraft into a 
circular earth orbit 115 miles 
high. 
Less than three hours later, 
after Apollo 8 has circled earth 
1*4 times to give the astronauts 
and tracking stations around the 
world tim e to assure all is well. 
Saturn 5’s upper stage is re­ 
started. It bum s for a crucial 
five minutes to push Apollo 8 
free of earth’s gravity and to­ 
ward the moon. 
Two Moon Laprn 
It will be nearly three days 
later, Christmas Eve, when the 
craft is pulled behind the .noun 
by lunar gravity. At that time, 
Borman will trigger Apollo 8’s 
main engine as a space brake to 
slow the moonship down and 
swing the astronauts into an 
egg-shaped lunar orbit ranging 
from 69 to 196 miles high. 


After two laps 
around the 
moon, another bum of the sam e 
engine will shift Apollo 8’s path 
to a more circular orbit 69 miles 
above the lunar surface. 
Traveling at 3,400 miles an 
hour, the astronauts will require 
nearly two h o u r s to m ake each 
orbit. There is plenty to do, 
however. 
They 
must 
gather 
data to answer the many ques­ 
tions that forced the decision to 
send them moonward in the 
first place. 
Photo Landing .Area* 
Lovell, the guidance and navi­ 
gation expert, will take sight­ 
ings of at least one real Apollo 
landing target zone selected for 
the lunar landing mission itself, 
and make believe other areas 
are landing sites to see how well 
an orbiting Apollo ship can lo­ 
cate and track them. 
Anders will be a busy cam era­ 
m an, photographing areas not 
covered by unmanned shutter­ 
bug satellites which orbited the 
moon previously, and seeing if 
changing sunlight angles 
can

College Subject 


GRAND RAPIDS < AP)—Pol­ 
lution may soon be found 
in 
the classrooms at Grand Rap­ 
ids Junior College, but it will 
be created, controlled and stud­ 
ied by students desiring to spe­ 
cialize in that particular field. 
A 
need 
for 
environmental 
control off.cers bas been creat­ 
ed by recent state and federal 
laws on air and water pollution, 
claims Stuart Myers, chairman 
of the college’s technical divi­ 
sion. who is instrumental in es­ 
tablishing the program. 
"There is a tremendous need 
for technicians trained in mea­ 
suring and interpreting data to 
maintain the standards of en­ 
vironmental control now being 
required by law,” he said. 
"So we at Grand Rapids Jun­ 
ior College are attem pting to 
set up an instrumentation pro­ 
gram , a two-year technical cur­ 
riculum to fill that gap,” Myers 
added. 
The course will be apj>iieri rn- 
stead of theoretical, he said, 
and students will study natural 
resources 
management,

Scheduled to begin in the fall 
of 1969, Myers said hopefully,

The Wolverine exhibit at the 
Detroit Zoo is rated as the best 
anywhere in the United States, 
perhaps the best in the world, 
which is fitting since the wol­ 
verine is featured on the offi­ 
cial seal of the zoo in addition 
to providing the State of Michi­ 
gan with a nickname. 
The wolverine is king of the 
weasel tribe, and like many an­ 
other forceful character, has a 
reputation for evil that is large­ 
ly undeserved. Although a wol­ 
verine is not much larger than 
a cocker spaniel, it is prodigious­ 
ly strong. The stoutest wooden 
shipping crate is quickly ripped 
apart by a wolverine. Airlines 
are reluctant to accept wolver­ 
ines for shipment because the 
critters are likely to break out 
of any kind of a cage and take 
possession of a plane.

“Once adjusted to captivity, 
wolverines are not particularly 
ferocious or dangerous.

Ford 
Helium and Mrs. Helium visited 
the old man in his backwoods 
cabin and Mrs.

down his story in shorthand. 
The wolverine is a climber, a 


ripper, a digger. The strongest 
cache that an Eskimo or Indian 
builds of logs and rocks for the 
storage of food will not with­ 
stand a determined wolverine 
raid.

Urge Gradual Farm Changes 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - One of 
President-elect 
Nixon’s 
top 
farm advisers says the struggle 
between those who want more 
government in agriculture and 
those who want less resembles a 
football game in which the time 
is running out. 
Economist Don Paarlberg of 
Purdue University, said in re­ 
marks prepared for the Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau Federation 
convention today that “the ball 
is in midfield” and neither side 
is gaining ground. 
“We are at a new juncture in 
this 
football 
game 
between 
those who would extend the role 
of government 
in agriculture 
and those who would terminate 


that role,” Paarlberg said. 
“The ball has just changed 
hands again. What kind of sig­ 
nal will now be called?” 
Paarlberg said that if existing 
farm programs were scrapped 
“this would be disastrous for 
farmers and politicians alike.” 
And farmers have rejected in 
the past any further tightening 
of production controls. 
Instead, he suggested, as the 
National Commission on Food 
and Fiber recommended last 
year, that the nation move grad­ 
ually to a market-oriented agri­ 
culture where producers man­ 
aged their own affairs. This bas­ 
ically is what Farm Bureau offi­ 
cials have urged.

Retarded’ Boy 


Faces Prison 


DETROIT (AP) — A 16-year- 
old boy convicted of stabbing a 


I high school band 
member 
to 
death last year and said to be 
mentally retarded, w'as sentenc­ 
ed Tuesday to a life term in 
prison. 
Judge Geraldine Ford of De­ 
ity ait 
Recorder’s 
(Criminal! 
Court sentenced Freddie Lane to 
the maximum permitted for sec­ 
ond degree murder. Lane had 
pleaded guilty ot the charge 
Nov. 20. 
The youth was tried as an 
adult m the fatal stabbng 
of 
George Overman Jr., a high 
school trombonist and the son of 
a former Detroit Police Depart­ 
ment band director. 
The slaving took place in an 
empty corridor of Coho Hall in 
April of 1967 as young Overman 
was on his way to a band con- 
j cert there. 
Although Lane was 15 at the 
time of the stabbing, Juvenile 
Court Judge James H. Lincoln 
waived jurisdiction, saying the 
youth was “dangerous and also 


I very retarded.” 
Lane had been expelled from 
special classes in Detroit’s Gar­ 
field school. “We were waiting 
for him to be placed in a school
